N HIS statement last night 

declaring for a referendum 

on the prohibition question, 
William Gibbs McAdoo gave 
the views of Woodrow Wilson 
on prohibition. Wilson was 
McAdoo’s father-in-law. Mc- 
Adoo’s statement referring to 
Wilson’s views was as follows: 


“In 1917, when the resolu- 
tion for submission to the 
states of what is now the 
eighteenth amendment to the 
Constitution was on its passage 
Congress, I had 
an interesting conversation with 
President Wilson about the 
matter. While it is not in- 
cumbent upon the President to 
approve or disapprove such a 
resolution, he was deeply con- 
cerned about it. 

“President Wilson thought it 
unwise to incorporate the pro- 
hibition in the amendment it- 
self. He was convinced that it 
would be better to give Con- 
gress the power to regulate or 
to prohibit the traffic. He 
said: 

»The amendment is an at- 
tempt by law to change long- 
established habits of a people. 
No one can tell, in advance, how 
it will work. I anticipate great 
difficulty in its enforcement 
unless public opinion strongly 
supports it. If this fails, it may 
become necessary to change the 
law, but this will be impossible 
under an inflexible provision in 
the Constitution. If the power

to deal with the subject is con- 
fided to the Congress, the law 
can be made responsive to pub- 
lic opinion—the ultimate au- 
thority in a democracy. [ fear 
that the inflexible provision 
may, in the end, defeat the 
whole prohibition movement.’ 


“I was in full accord with 
President Wilson’s views. 

“President Wilson was a sin- 
cere advocate of temperance. In 
the early days he favored local 
option by communities. When 
this proved impracticable he fa- 
vored state-wide option. 

“After the eighteenth amend- 
ment was ratified he said that 
the whole power of the Govern- 
ment should be put behind its 
enforcement. It has been said 
that he vetoed the Volstead act 
because he was opposed to the 
eighteenth amendment. This is 
not true. In his veto of the 
Volstead act he said:

prove that part of this legisla- 
tion with reference to wartime 
prohibition. It has to do with 
the enforcement of an act which 
was passed by reason of the 
emergencies of the war, and 
whose objects have been satis- 
fied in the demobilization of the 
Army and the Navy, and whose 
repeal I have already sought at 
the hands of Congress. Where 
the purposes of particular legis- 
lation arising out of war emer- 
gency have been satisfied, sound 
public policy makés clear the 
reason and necesstiy of re- 
peal.’ ”’

FAVORABLE TURN FOR DOLLAR 
IN FOREIGN MONEY MARKET 


No Private Gold Shipments of Im- 
portance Now Under Way From 
This Country.

NEW YORK, June 9.—The for- 
eign exchange market shows signs 
favorable to the American dollar. 
Since early April, American cur- 
rency has been at a disadvantage. 
In the last few days the dollar 
has shown recuperative powers. 

The gold point is the foreign ex- 
change quotation at which a for- 
eign currency must sell to make it 
cheaper to ship gold abroad in pay- 
ment of commitments than to use 
dollars to buy foreign currencies 
in the international market. 

The dollar's recent rally has 
come so close to the gold points 
on principal European currencies, 
that New York banks no longer are 
giving special time to calculating 
the exact figures at which it be- 
comes cheaper to -hip gold abroad 
than to buy foreign currency. No 
private shipments of consequence 
Are under way.

TELLS CONGRESS 
GUULIDGE AS 
TURNED MI 


Celler Says Former Presi- 
dent Will Condemn Pro- 
hibition in Magazine Ar- 
ticle Next Month.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—A pre- 
diction in the House today by Rep- 
resentative Celler that Calvin Cool- 
idge would condemn prohibition in 
the July issue of the Cosmopolitan, 
quickly denied by that magazine, 
brought from the New York Dem- 
ocrat Celler the statement that the 
ex-President nevertheless would do 
just that in “the next issue.” 

My information is from reliable 
sources,” Celler told newspaper 


men when advised of the maga- 
zine’s denial. 

“I said the July issue on the 
floro, but I was mistaken.

What I meant to say was ‘the 
next issue.’

ADMITS ORDERING 
PAYMENT TO ‘FOX’ 


Former Justice Department 
Man’s Defense Is Investi- 
gation and Deal Were 
Bona Fide.

WASHINGTON, June 
Evalyn Walsh McLean, estranged 
wife of Edward B. McLean, pub- 


lisher of the Washington Post, tes- 
tified in District of Columbia Su- 
preme Court today that she had 
employed Gaston B. Means, former 
United States Department of Jus- 
tice investigator and ex-convict, to 
negotiate for the return of the kid- 
naped Lindbergh baby. 

She identified her signature on a 
memorandum authorizing Means to 
pay $100,000 ransom money she 
had given him to a mysterious per- 
son known as “the fox.” 

The testimony was given in 
cross-examination at Means’ trial 
on a charge of stealing the $100,- 
000 and $4000 expense money from 
Mrs. McLean. 

Earlier Mrs. McLean had testi- 
fied that she had asked Means to 
drop negotiations similar to her 
own, between Means and Col. M. 
Robert Guggenheim, friend of 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 

The memorandum, read to the 
Court by T. Morris Wampler, coun- 
sel for Means, said: 

“For Gaston B. Means: This is 
your authorization to turn over to 
me or to Neil Williams the $100,- 
000 in your custody. (Signed) 

“EVALYN WALSH McLEAN.” 

“That name,” Wampler § said, 
“referred to ‘the Fox’”? “Yes,” 
replied Mrs. McLean. 

Note Impounded for Evidence. 

United States Attorney Leo A. 
Rover immediately demanded that 
the note be impounded. Wampler 
agreed. It was accepted by Justice 
James M. Proctor. Means, the 
jaunty defendant, meanwhile, cas- 
ually fingered the pages of a little 
black notebook. 

In his opening statement Rover 
had emphasized occasions on which 
Mrs. McLean instructed Means to 
turn over the ransom money only 
to the kidnapers after the return 
of the baby, or to Father Francis 
Hurney, a Catholic priest. 

Wampler asked Mrs. McLean 
whether, soon after she sought and 
hired Means last March 4, she 
asked him to drop negotiations 
which he already had initiated to- 
ward contacting Guggenheim. She 
said she did. 

Then Wampler asked if she had 
asked Father Hurney to telephone 
Guggenheim and suggest that he 


drop the negotiations. Again she 


replied affirmatively. 
Defense Theory of Case. 


Disclosing the expected line of 
defense—that the whole transac- 
tion with Mrs. McLean was a 
straight business deal, a “scientific 
investigation” by Means — Wam- 
pler closely question Mrs. McLean 
regarding “the Fox.” He attempted 
to show her faith in “the Fox,” but 
she gave him little satisfaction. 

Wampler asked if Mrs. McLean 


had discussed with Means the pos- 


sibility of returning the baby to 
North Carolina—and suggested 
that she might go there in the au- 
tomobile of Vice President Curtis 


in order to have the right of way.” 


“Yes, I said I would try to get 
it,” she said. 

Then Wampler inquired if Mrs. 
McLean suggested going to Aiken, 
S. C., to receive the child. She 
responded that Means wanted her 
to go to Miami, and “I said Aiken.” 

Mrs. McLean testified it was her 
understanding Means was to pay 
over the $100,000 ransom only 
when the baby was returned. 

“Did he ever tell you he turne i 
the money over to Neil Williams?” 
Rover asked. Never.“ Mrs. Me- 
Lean answered. 

Nurse Is Witness. 

The prosecution presented Miss 
Elizabeth Nelson, Baltimore nurse, 
who went to Aiken and El Paso in 
quest of the baby. She testified to 
repeated promises by Means to re- 
turn the child, saying once he 
promised to “kidnap the baby from 
the kidnapers” if necessary. 

Miss Nelson said that in El Paso 
Means played for time in returning 
the baby by explaining he couldn't 
do anything with the Fox.“ 

The witness told of being left in 
El Paso to receive the baby when 
Mrs. McLean returned to Washing- 
ten. Means then told the nurse, 
she said, that he had to go to Chi- 
tago “to collect $50,000 ransom,” 
which “somebody was paying for 
Col. Lindbergh.” 

Later, she said, Means tele- 
graphed her from Chicago, saying

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ACCUSED OF FAKE 
HOLOUP JEWELER 
COMMITS SUE 


Aubrey C. Lindsley Takes 
Poison in Arcade Building 
Office After Police In- 
quiry. 


REPORTED $48,000 
THEFT MONTH AGO 


Later Released Insurance 
Company From Liability 
Note Says Dearest It 
Was Done for You.” 


Aubrey C. Lindsley, retail jew- 
eler in the Arcade Building, end- 
ed his life in his fifth floor office 
shortly before noon toda. after 
several days’ cross-examination by 


police and insurance adjusters of 
his report that he was robbed of 
$48,000 in jewelry last month, 

On Lindsley’s desk, police found 
an unsigned note which stated: 
PDearest, it was done for you.” It 
was in Lindsley’s handwriting. 

Lindsley had signed a document 
Tuesday releasing the insurance 
company from any liability as a 
result of the robbery which he 
reported May 7. 

Police have been told, they re- 
ported, that on two occasions 
Lindsley had attempted to arrange 
holdups of his establishment to 
collect insurance. 

Lindsley had been talking with 
Rudolph Schneider, attorney who 
had represented him during the 
police questioning, when at 11:35 
a. m., Schneider walked out of the 
inner office and asked Charles Hor- 
chert, 3130 South Compton, a 
watch repairer, who shares offices 
with Lindsley, “When are we go- 
ing to lunch?” 

“Lindsley came out of the room 
right behind me,’ Schneider said. 
“He had a glass in his hand, but his 
hand was around it so we couldn't 
see what was in it. He said he was 
going to get a drink and went out 
into the corridor. A minute later 
he came back in by another door, 
walked to his office, and as he got 
there, fell dead on the floor.” 

Horchert and Miss Florence 
Landgraf, 4351 Osceola street, who 
acts as secretary to both men, told 
police they hid a comparatively 
large quantity of cyanide of potas- 
sium, a deadly poison which jew- 
elers use for cleaning silver, this 
morning. “We were afraid of 
something like this,” they said. 
He'd been threatening to do it.“ 

At the Coroner’s office it was 
said that no autopsy would be 
performed, since it was apparent 
he had died of cyanide poisoning. 
An inquest will be held tomorrow. 

Police have a photographic copy 
of the agreement Lindsley signed 
whereby he released the Home, Fire 
and Marine Insurance’ Co. of San 
Francisco of any liability in con- 
nection with the reported $48,000 
holdup, “in return for $1 and other 
valuable considerations.” 

The agreement states, “payment 
shall not be construed as admission 
of liability on the part of the com- 
pany, liability being expressly de- 
nied.” 

When the death was reported, 
Detective Henry Wiese recalled 
that a man came to him some time 
ago saying, “I’m afraid my broth- 
er is going to pull a holdup. I 
wish you'd talk to him and give 
him a good scare.” Wiese did so, 
and the brother sent him to an- 
other man who said, “Lindsley 
asked me some time ago to get 
somebody to hold him up. He 
said to throw the watches and 
jewelry into the river and ‘he would 
buy back the diamonds, as soon as 
he got his insurance money, for 
about $10,000 or $13,000.” 

Offered Her $5000. 

The matter went no further un- 
til the $48,000 holdup was report- 
ed, when police started an investi- 
gation of Lindsley. Chief of De- 
tectives Kaiser said that during the 
investigation he questioned a young 
woman, formerly employed by 
Lindsley, who said, “About six or 
seven years ago, Mr. Lindsley of- 
fered me $5000 if Td tie him up in 
the office so it would look like a 
holdup. He said he’d pay me as 
soon as he got his insurance money. 
Of course I didn’t do it.” 

The holdup report which started 
police and insurance company in- 
vestigation. was made May 7 after 
Arcade Building employes had 
found Lindsley tightly bound, 
gagged and blindfolded on the 
floor of his office. He reported 
that two men had robbed him, 
forcing him to open the inner por- 
tion of the safe, where the most 
valuable portion of the jewelry was 
kept. Of this report, Chief Gerk 
said: 

“We were satisfied that it was 
impossible for Mr. Lindsley to have 
been held up and robbed under the 
circumstances which he reported.” 

Lindsley, 49 years old, resided at 
5788 Waterman avenue with his 
wife and son. For a number of 
years he had been a Boy Scout in- 
structor in first aid courses.

HOUSE SENDS BILL 
TO CONFERENCE 


Objects to Senate Amend- 
ments—Democrats Char- 
acterize Outcome as ‘De- 


plorable Failure,’ and 
Criticise President.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The 


national economy bill, cut from an 
estimated $238,000,000 to a figure 
variously put at $120,000,000 to 


$159,000,000, was passed by the 
Senate last night, and sent back 
to the House. The House today 
disagreed to Senate amendments 
and sent the bill to conference for 
differences to be ironed out. 

The bill was passed after the 
Senate had reversed itself and sub- 
stituted the Hoover plan of fur- 
loughing Federal employes without 
pay for the proposed 10 per cent 
cut on all salaries except those un- 
der $1000. 

The measure falls far short of 
the total of savings estimated as 
needed, together with the $1,118,- 
500,000 revenue bill, to balance the 
budget. Through the furlough 
plan it introduces in Federal serv- 
ice, in the case of persons em- 
ployed by the day, the five-day 
week—at five days’ regular per day 
pay. 

The bill carried about $42,000,- 
000 when it left the House for the 
Senate. It now stands at about 
three to four times that figure. 

The House, in its passage of 
the bill, rejected the furlough 
plan but voted a 10 per cent pay 
cut limited by an exemption of 
$2500. So little salary is paid, com- 
paratively, above that total, that 
the economy achieved was placed at 
only $9,000,000. As conference 
rules require that changes be made 
within the margins of the bills 
passed by either branch, difficulty 
is foreseen in working out a com- 
promise. 

On the Furlough Plan. 
The Senate adopted the adminis- 


tration’s furlough plan, by a yote 
of 36 to 33, after a sharp fight led 
by Senator Moses (Rep.), 
Hampshire, and a Republican inde- 
pendent, La Follette of Wisconsin. 
It was unusual to see La Follette 
supporting an administration pro- 
posal, but he did so in the declared 
belief that the furlough plan would 
be a step toward the five-day week.

Chairman Returns Two 
Canceled Notes for That

By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, June 9.—John J. 
Raskob, Democratic National Chair- 
man, it is learned today, has wiped 
off the slate $100,000 owed him by 
the Democratic National Committee 
and has thus converted into an 
outright gift his $100,000 pledge 
which was to have been paid on 
completion of the $1,500,000 victory 
drive. 
A report of the assistant trea- 
surer of the National Committee, 
filed with the clerk of the House of 
Representatives in Washington to- 
day, showed that Raskob had can- 
celed and surrendered two promis- 
sory notes of the Committee for 
$60,000 each. The report covers 


the period from March 1 to May 31. 
The report showed that the com- 
mittee still owed Raskob $120,250 
and that the deficit between March 
1 and May 31 was reduced from 
$786,117 to $559,358. Included in 
the deficit, according to the report,

M’ADOO FAVORS 
- ADVISORY POLL 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, June 9.—A na- 
tional advisory referendum to de- 
termine the present day sentiment 
of the nation on prohibition is ad- 
vocated by William G. McAdoo, 
Secretary of the Treasury in the 
Wilson administration and for 
many years a recognized leader of 
the drys. 

The referendum would have no 
legal effect on the eighteenth 
amendment but would serve as a 
guide to determine the question 
whether it should be resubmitted, 
McAdoo explained in a statement 
issued last night. 

McAdoo returned to politics this 
year by becoming head of the Cali- 
fornia delegation to the Democratie | 
national convention. The delega- 
tion is pledged to Speaker Garner. 

Under McAdoo’s plan, a national 
referendum would be authorized by 
an act of Congress, with a direct 
vote on the question as to whether 
the eighteenth amendment should 
be repealed or whether it should 
be amended to give Congress the 
power to regulate or to prohibit the 
liquor traffic. 

Organized crime has grown to 
such proportions since 1920, when 
the eighteenth amendment went 
into effect, that it is a serious men- 
ace to society, McAdoo declared, 
adding that “constant agitation 
about prohibition has subordinated 
economic and social problems of 
first importance and has distracted 
the minds of the people from meas- 
ures which might have amelior- 
ated our present economic dis- 
tress.” 


“Clearly,” he said, “the general 
welfare of the United States would 
be promoted it Congress would 
provide the means for ascertaining, 
as a guide to its deliberation, the 
will of the people on this vital 
issue. No right of the states would 
be invaded by such action because 
none of the powers reserved to the 
states would be encroached on.” 

McAdoo quoted his father-in-law, 
President Wilson, who was in the 
White House when the eighteenth 
amendment was on its passage 
through Congress. 

“President Wilson,” he declared, 
“thought it unwise to incorporate 
prohibition in the amendment it- 
selt. He was convinced that it 
would be better to give Congress 
the power to regulate or prohibit 
the traffic.”

FIRM LOSES SUIT

curity Fire Insurance Co., with a 
$10,000 policy. Its attorneys had 
called the attempt to collect a 
“gigantic swindle and fraud.“ 
Whittaker, who said he was in- 
ventor of “Wee-Evil,” principal 
product of the company, testified 
he bought the santonin in two lots 
from a man named Dobryzinski in 
Montreal, Canada, and that he de- 
livered it to the company office at 
804 North Levee five days before 
the fire. 
Use of the Drug. 

Both Whittaker and Jack G. 
Edwards, president of the com- 
pany, told of an arrangement 
whereby Whittaker, as the Cos- 
metic Sales & Importing Co., 
bought santonin and sold it to the 
Brandley Corporation. The com- 
pany then manufactured it into 
„Wee-Evil,“ which was sold back 
to Whittaker’s company for dis- 
tribution to Southern cotton plant- 
ers. ‘“Wee-Evil,” according to its 
promoters, would make cotton re- 
sistant to the boll weevil if seeds 
were dipped in it before planting. 
Whittaker said he shopped 
around for santonin but bought 
from Dobryzinski alone because of 
Dobryzinski low price of $265 @ 
kilogram. After keeping the drug 
in a vault at his home, 3158 Wat- 
son road, the manager said, he de- 
livered it in his automobile to the 
company, which paid him $290 a 
kilogram. He described how the 
drug was taken to a third-floor 
office where serial numbers of the 
packages were checked, how it was 
stored in another vault, then put 
on drying racks and a part used in 
“Wee-Evil.” 
For three nights, Whittaker 
said, he sat at the office with a 
shotgun to guard the drug. When 
William S. Hoggsett, attorney for 
the insurance company, asked 
where he had obtained money to 
make the purchase from Dobryzin- 
ski, Whittaker said he had had 
about $70,000 in cash, the accumu- 
lation ot a lifetime, in a ‘secret 
hiding place” in the attic of his 
home. ‘ 
“you kept $70,000 in your 
house?” Hoggsett asked. | 
“Yes,” Whittaker answered. 9 
was in a steel chest and protected 
by a burglar alarm which sounded 
in the dining-room downstairs.” 

Second Lot Not Paid For. 
The Brandley Corporation paid 
him $58,000 in cash and securities 
for one lot of the drug, Whittaker 
testified, but had not paid. the 
$64,000 for the second lot. He said 
the Cosmetics Sales & Importing 
Co., through its agents, had re-

a mounting to $600,000, up to the 
time of the fire. Of that amount, 
$150,000 would have been his 
company’s profit, Whittaker said. 

Although Whittaker gave the 
names of s. me of his agents and 
information on the orders, Hogg- 
sett pointed out that his memory 
had improved in two years since 
he made a statement to the in- 
surance companies accompanying 
proof of loss. The attorney spent 
an hour in reading from Whit- 
taker’s examination at that time, 
showing that the manager had 
been unable to recall who his 
agents were or what orders they 
had obtained. In the same ex- 
amination Whittaker had declined 
to answer questions about pur- 
chase of the santonin on the 
ground that nis answers might in- 
criminate him. 

Discussing the potency of “ Wee- 
Evil,” Whittaker said one pound 
dissolved in 50 gallons of water 
would be sufficient to treat 20 
bushels of cottonseed. When Whit- 
taker said boll weevils would “roll 
over and die” on tasting plants 
grown from the treated seed, Hogg- 
sett asked him to describe the pro- 
cess and asked, “who else witnessed 
the sad event?” Whittaker named 
Edwards as a witness. 

Confronted with bulletins of the 
Department of Agriculture in 
which planters were warned that 
any treatment of seed to forestall 
the boll weevil was worthless, 
Whittaker said, “I have seen those 
and many other statements. Those 
fellows at the Department of Agri- 
culture are just in a rut. They 
don't do a lot of good. They don’t 
even know where the boll weevil 
comes from.” 

“Do you?” Hoggsett asked. 

“No,” the witness replied.

At the Alton plant. where 1600 
persons were employed last week, 
the number will be increased to 
about 2000, the aormal number, 
by the end of this week. The ma- 
jority of those added to the pay- 
roll are former employes, who 
were laid off in the general cur- 
tailment during the last seven 
months, J. D. Hayes, plant man- 
ager, states. 

Glass workers are paid on an

ter to Governor Asserts 
Sherwood Handled Nearly 


$1,000,000 as Agent. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. T., June 9.—The 
whole story of the financial trans- 
actions of Mayor James J. Walker 
and Russell T. Sherwood, as they 
appear to Samuel Seabury, was to- 
day in the hands of Gov. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, who has said that a 
public official whose income is 
obviously far greater than his 


source of that income. 

Stressing the fact that he was 
acting, not as counsel to the Hof- 
stadter committee, but as a private 
citizen, Seabury in a letter accom- 
panying data on the Walker case 
received by the Governor last night 
pointed to the evidence indicating 
that the missing Sherwood had 
handled nearly $1,000,000 in five 
years and reiterated his charge 
that Sherwood was actually Walk- 
er’s fiscal agent. 

One of the main ‘purposes of 
Seabury’s drive against Walker was 
to link the Mayor with these big 
transactions, but the Mayor denied 
on the witness stand that Sherwood 
was his fiscal agent. 

Governor Makes Statement. 

Seabury’s “analysis” was termed 
“charges” by Gov. Roosevelt today. 

„I see no reason for quibbling 
over terms,” he said. He dictated 
the following statement: 

“Late last night there was de- 
livered at the executive mansion 
the following documents: 

“1—-A letter from Judge Sea- 
bury, which he already had given 
to the press. 

“9-A printed memorandum on 
21 pages entitled ‘analysis of evi- 
dence’ which also has been pub- 
lished. 

“3--Two large packages contain- 
ing eight volumes of transcript ‘of 
evidence totaling 2474 pages. 

“All of these will be read as fast 
as possible. It is, of course, neces- 
sary to check all of the testimony 
with the allegations. 

“The letter and document termed 
‘analysis,’ constitute, of course, 
charges. I see no reason for quib- 
bling over terms.” 

He was asked what would be his 
next move. 

“There is one obvious step,” 
Roosevelt answered, “and that’s to 
read the documents.” 

The Governor expects to com- 
mence reading the testimony to- 
night. He will take the volumes 
with him to his home in Hyde Park 
over the week-end and will devote 
as much time as possible to the 
reading of the 600,000 words. 

Letter From Seabury. 

The papers sent by Seabury in- 

cluded a record of the Walker

Listing 15 counts against the 
Mayor, Seabury said he made no 
recommendation. 

Among his conclusions were that 
the Mayor and Sherwood received 
$48,000 from firms interested in 
taxicab legislation; that the Mayor 
held $10,000 of bonds of a firm 
which got a city contract; that the 
Mayor acted improperly to procure 
a franchise for the Equitable Coach 
Co., and received a $10,000 letter of 
credit from one of the Equitable 
agents; that he improperly accept- 
ed “‘beneficences”; that he failed 
to explain satisfactorily the source 
of deposits of $961,000 made by 
Sherwood; that he made no due 
effort to find Sherwood; that he 
failed to produce complete records 
of his own transactions; that he 
permitted the designation, in city 
compensation cases, of doctors who 
split fees with the Mayor’s brother. 

He said that “generally since he 
assumed office’? the Mayor's con- 
duct has been characterized by 
“malfeasance and nonfeasance.” 

Seabury’s Conclusions. 

Seabury generalized his case 
against the Mayor in two conclu- 
sions which were: 

“That he has failed properly to 
execute the duties which it was in- 
cumbent upon him to discharge, 
that he has acted in his official 
capacity as to prejudice the best 
interests of the people of the city 
of New York; that, in the course 
of his official conduct he has been 
actuated by improper and illegal 
considerations; that he has, while 
holding the office of Mayor, been 
guilty of gross improprieties, and 
that his explanations of circum- 
stances seriously reflecting upon 
the manner in which, as its chief 
executive, he has conducted the 
affairs of the city of New York, 
have been either so incomplete or 
so unworthy of credence as not to 
constitute acceptable explanations. 

“Generally since he assumed of- 
fice the Mayor’s conduct has been 
characterized by such malfeasance 
and nonfeasance in disregard of 
the duties of his office as Mayor, 
and he has conducted himself, to 
the prejudice of the city of New 
York and its inhabitants, in a man- 
ner so far unbecoming the high 
office which he holds, as to ren- 
der him unfit to continue in the 
office of Mayor.” 

“In the case of Paul Block such 
*‘beneficences’ were accepted from 
a person who subsequently became 
interested in a corporation which 
sought, and procured, approval 
from the Board of Transportation ot 
a tile which said company intended 
to manufacture for use in the sub- 
way,” Seabury said.

By the Associated Press, 
MOSCOW, June 9-——The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Communist. 
party and the Council of People’s 
Commissars announced today the is- 
suance of a new state loan of 
000,000) to finance the “fourth and 
final year of the five-year plan.” 
The loan matures in 10 years. It 
will increase the internal indebted- 
ness of the Soviet Government to 
about $4,376,000,000. 
It is the third in the series de- 
voted to the five-year plan and fol- 
lows out the Government's fiscal 
policy of relying on large bond is- 
sues instead of printing new cur- 
rency, thereby contributing to the 
Stabilization of the ruble, 
The new loan is divided into two 
classes of interest-bearing bonds, 
one bearing 10 per cent annual in- 
terest and another of lottery bonds 
offering prizes of from $50 to $1600 
four times a year.

~ONTRIAL FOR FORGERY 


Oliver C. Hoge Does Not 
Plead Guilty, as He 
Said He Would. 


Oliver C. Hoge, former real es- 
tate dealer who surrendered to po- 
lice last summer after several of 
his clients found themselves victims 
of forgeries, admitting his guilt 
and announcing he would plead 
guilty, went to trial on a first-de- 
gree forgery charge today before 
Circuit Judge Pearcy, after plead- 
ing not guilty. 

Opening witnesses for the State 
were Henry A. Hempe and his wife, 
Marie, who lost their home at 4039 
Nebraska avenue, due to forgery of 
mortgages against it. 

Hempe aestified he had had two 
mortgages against the property, 
one for $1800 and the other for 
$200. It was time to renew the 
$1800 deed, he said, and, wanting 
to combine the mortgages, he told 
Hoge to issue one for $2000. Hoge 
did so, Hempe signed the note and 
it was sold to Mrs. Lillian Koeln, 
the witness said. 

Hempe then was shown a re- 
newal of the $1800 note, owned by 
Mrs. Stella Pezolt, and was asked 
if that was his signature. It is 
not,” he replied. “I signed the 
original mortgage for $1800 about 
1924. Then, When 1 wanted to 
combine my obligations, in 1930, 
1 signed the $2000 note that Mrs. 
Koeln owns. But who put the sig- 
nature on this $1800 renewal note 
I do not know.” 

Mrs. Pezolt is expected to be a 
State witness. She has related that 
Hoge sold her the original $1800 
note and in the summer of 1930, 
about, the time that Hempe was 
consolidating his obligations, Hoge 
presented her with a renewal of 
the mortgage. 

“The idea was,“ Hempe testified 
on this point, “that Hoge would 
take the $200 from Mrs. Koeln and 
use it to take up my $200 mort- 
gage and the $1800 mortgage that 
Mrs. Pezolt held. What he did 
with the money I do not know.” 
Miss Finuala McCannister, 3017 
Miami street, formerly Hoge’s sec- 
retary, told of preparing, at his or- 
der, another $2000 mortgage on 
the Hempe property. This was sold 
to Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas Bosch, 
she said, and Hoge explained to 
her, “I put the money for it in my 
personal account temporarily.” 

The Hempe mortgage was fore- 
closed by Mrs. Koeln, and the 
Hempes were forced to move last 
April, Hempe testified. 


SIX OF 36 OFFICIALS 
WON'T SIGN PAY CUT PLEDGE 


Some of These, However, Will Ae- 
cept Reduction; Three Not Yet 
Reached on Subject. 

Six of the 36 city officials whose 
pay is fixed by the Charter have re- 
fused to sign a round robin ac- 
cepting a voluntary reduction of 
10 per cent for the 10-month pe- 
riod which started June 1. The doc- 
ument has been signed by 27 of the 
officials and three have not been 

consulted about it yet. 

It was learned today that Direc- 
tor oft Public Welfare Salisbury 
and Director of Streets and Sewers 
Brooks had declined to sign. 
Brooks told Assistant Comptroller 
Cunningham that the five mem- 
bers of the Board of Public Ser- 
vice had agreed to take the reduc- 


tion, but not to sign. Salisbury 
made no such explanation. The 
board is composed of President 


Kinsey, Salisbury, Brooks, Director 
of Public Utilities Pritchard and 
Director of Public Safety Steinin- 
er. 

8 Kinsey announced recently he 
would accept the cut, but would 
not sign. Cunningham has not 
reached Pritchard, Steininger or 
City Register Grosse. City Coun- 
selor Muench and Aldermen Rief- 
ling and Brock have refused to 
take the reduction. Mayor Miller, 
Comptroller Nolte, President Neun 
of the Board of Aldermen and 24 
Aldermen have signed the round 
robin. 

Effective June 1, the city reduced 
the salaries of all other officials 
and employes, whose pay is fixed 
by ordinance, 10 per cent for 10 
months. Employes are waiting for 
the next payday, June 15, to learn 
whether officials who did not sign 
the round robin accept lowered pay.

Mrs. Wehmeier testified her hus- 
band had not been despondent but 
that he drank occasionally and 
sometimes kept a bottle of liquor 
in the basement near the insecti- 
cide. The jurors said they were 
unable to decide whether Weh- 
meier took the solution intention-

port filed with the Federal Trade 
Commission shows that properties 
purchased by the Twin State Gas 
and Klectric Co. were carried on 
the company’s books at more than 
100 per cent over t eir historical 
cost. 

The commission has concluded its 


hearings on the affairs of the Na- 
tional Light, Heat and Power Co., 
and Melbourne C. Ste.le, examiner, 
has placed in the record a report 
on his examinatiol. of the accounts 
and records of the Twin State Co., 
which is in the Middle West utili- 
co group organized hy Samuel In- 
sull. 

Steele’s -eport, on which he was 
questioned by Robert B. Healy, 
commission counsel, shows that as 
of Dec. 1, 1930, the Twin State 
Co, had a fixed capital of $10,899,- 
728 and furnished service to 28,768 
customers in (7 communities in 
New Hampshire, Vermont and New 
York, and supplied gas service to 
5315 customers in three communi- 
ties. It also operated a bus service 
in place of the street railway com- 
pany, which it was in part organ- 
ized to acquire. 

Steele's report recounts an early 
statement of the board of directors 
of the Twin State Co. placing the 
value of acquired plants and prop- 
erty at a figure which, the report 
says, was 101,000 in excess of the 
ledger cost. 

“The value placed on the proper- 
ties on the books of the Twin State 
Gas and Electric Co.” the report 
says, “were considerably in excess 
of the ledger values of these prop- 
erties in the books of the three 
predecessor companies as shown 
by balance sheets of those compa- 
nies prior to their sale to the Twin 
State Co.”

In the National League, Phila- 
delphia, in last place this morn- 
ing, was only seven games behind 
the league-leading Cubs; whereas 
in the American League the tail- 
end Red Sox were 24% games 
behind the flying Yankees. 


The powerful Athietics, now in 
third place in the funior league, 
are as far behind the leaders as 
the tail-end team in the National. 

Connie Mack's club is seven 
games behind the Yankees, yet 
only one and one-half games be- 
hind the Cubs, in games won and 
lost. 

Based on “number of games be- 
hind,” the Philadelphia National 
League club, in last place, has 
just as good a chance to win «a 
flag as have the three-time pen- 
nant-winning Athletics, now in 
third place.

Charges Becker With Waste 
Of Public Funds to Further 


Personal Political Ambitions 


W. C. Irwin Supporting Winter for G. O. P. 
Nomination for Governor, Bares Record 
of Secretary of State. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
-Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 9.— 


The official record of Secretary of 
State Charles U. Becker, candidate 
for the Republican nomination for 
Governor, was the subject of a 
speech by former State Senator 
William C. Irwin at the courthouse 
here last night. Irwin spoke be- 
fore the Winter-for-Governor Club, 
organized to promote the candidacy 
of Becker's opponent, Lieutenant- 
Governor E. H. Winter. 

Irwin cited a mass of statistics, 
taken from official records, to sup- 
port the charge that Becker in his 
more than 11 years in office had 
been guilty of extraordinary waste 
of public funds to promote his own 
personal political ambitions. 
Speaking as a Republican par- 
tisan in a Republican primary 
campaign, Irwin charged that 
throughout his official career Beck- 
er had been disloyal! to his party. 
“Twelve years ago Charles U. 
Becker was first elected Secretary 
of State,” Irwin said, and he im- 
mediately became a candidate for 
Governor. Although re-elected 
Secretary of State in 1924 and 1928, 
during all these years he has con- 
stantly shaped the forces which he 
hoped ultimately would bring him 
to the Governor’s office. 

Printing Contract Patronage. 
“By virtue of his office, he had 
at his disposal the letting of con- 
tracts for the printing of constitu- 
tional amendments and referred 
laws, the law requiring publication 
in some newspapers in each county. 
“With this patronage he began 
at once to stall-feed certain news- 
papers to the end that they might 
sing the praises of Charles U. 
Becker. It may be said to the cred- 
it of the newspaper men that only 
a small number submitted to be- 
ing stall-fed. 

“In 1923 he paid to newspapers 
for these publications $239,000, in 
1925 the sum of $156,285, in 1927 
the sum of $206,605, in 1929 the 
sum of $46,575 and in 1931 the 
sum of $63,310. During his in- 
cumbency of the office of Secre- 
tary of State he has paid to these 
newspapers the stpuendous sum of 
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$717,255. 

“In most of the counties the 
contracts were let with the sole 
view of gaining the largest political 
advantage possible and not with a 
view of rendering the greatest 
possible public service. 

Grasping at Governorship. 

With what Becker believed to 
be a subsidized press, the stage was 
set for the big performance which 
was to elevate him to the governer- 
ship and his friend and “Gold Dust 
twin,’ L. D. Thompson, to the of- 
fice of Secretary of State. A few 
of the newspaper men and women 
fell for this scheme but thanks be, 
the majority of newspaper owners 
of Missouri are honorable in their 
dealings with the public and re- 
fused to become sycophants.” 

Irwin referred to Becker’s cam- 
paign literature in which he 
pledged himself to economy in pub- 
lic administration and proclaimed 
his party loyalty. ; 

“For the purpose of ascertaining 
what we may reasonably expect in 
the future, have we not the right 
to pull aside the curtain and view 
the record? Campaign promises 
mean little. 

“In his campaign prospectus, I 
find that he declares that if elected 
Governor he will put the State on 
a sound financial basis by abolish- 
ing useless boards and bureaus and 
conferring their powers on the 
Board of Permanent Seat of Gov- 
ernment of which he is a member. 
If they are useless why hand .hem 
over to this board? What would 
the Board of Permanent Seat of 
Government do with the Board of 
Health, the Medical Board, the 
Law Examining Board, the Board 
of Pharmacy, the Eleemosynary In- 
stitutions, the Highway Commis- 
sion, the Public Service Commis- 
sion? They would handle the 
functions of these boards about as 
skillfully as a cub Lear would han- 
dle a red hot skillet. 

Record vs. 

“In every session of the Legisla- 
ture in recent years efforts have 
been made to consolidate boards 
and bureaus and these efforts al- 
ways have met with the firm op- 
position of Mr. Becker. 

“Mr. Becker announces himself 
as being opposed to padded pay 
rolls in the Legislature, yet at this 
very hour he has upon the payroll 
of his office a number of em- 
ployes whose sole functions have 
been to travel from one end of the 
State to the other at public ex- 
pense, repairing his political fences 
and shouting his praises. 

“Joe Mayer, mail clerk in his of- 
fice, is his private chauffeur, and 
draws his salary und expense ac- 
count from the State. Alex Slater. 
the private cook in Becker’s nome, 
a Democratic Negro, draws the sum 
of $150 a month as an employe in 
his office. O. B. Davis, a fai-hful 
editor of a South Missouri sews- 
paper, and a Democrat until Heck- 
er’s favors were available, has been 
the walking delegate for the Secre- 
tary of State for several years to 
the tune of $200 a month and tiav- 


eling expenses. 
„I call upon Mr. Becker to name 


ithe time, place and character of 


any service for the taxpayer per- 
formed by this would-be servant of 
the peopie. I ask Mr. Becker to 
name the real functions performed 
by C. M. Hughes of Adair County, 
G. O. Nations of St. Louis, or of 
Harry Woodruff of Putnam Coun- 
ty, that he should have a traveling 
expense account in one month of 
$352 as shown by State warrant 
No. 62,818. 

“What services to the taxpayers 
are rendered by John Buford, 
Democrat, and son of Senator Bu- 
ford? How does John Richardson, 
Democrat, of Stoddard County, 
lighten the burden. of the taxpay- 
ers? R. M. Elkins of Poplar Bluff 
has traveled from county to county 
on the pretense of securing names 
for the Hoover Thirty-two clubs, 
but his name appears on the pay- 
roll of the Secretary of State at a 
salary of $200 a month and travel- 
ing expenses. 

“Joseph Drake, the son of a 
faithful Becker adherent who re- 
sides in the old home town of Boli- 
var, enjoys a monthly stipend as a 
clerk in the office of the Secretary 
of State, yet the records of the 
Jefferson City High School will 
show that this boy has been a stu- 
dent in that school during the en- 
tire school year. 

“Star Boarders at Public Crib.” 

“A number of men who have 
been let out of various departments 
as an economy measure have found 
ready employment from Mr. Beck- 
er. My information leads me to 
the conclusion that these star 
boarders at the public crib never 
miss a pay day. nor do they render 
a lick of service for the public. 
“From this prospectus I ‘earn 
Mr. Becker proposes to settle the 
vexing liquor problem by agreeing 
to sign any bill passed by the Leg- 
islature, be it wet or dry, good or 
bad. This proves beyond cavil 
that he is a bold, brave man. He 
will stand up with the saint or lie 
down with the sinner. Whichever 
has the most votes will have Char- 
lie’s smiling presence.” 

Irwin reviewed Becker's practice 
of holding automobile license fees 
in banks of his own selection for 
many months before turning them 
over to the State Treasurer. “He 
boasts that he has collected interest 
on daily deposits,” Irwin said, “but 
he fails to tell the people that if 
this money had been deposited in 
the State Treasury, where it legal- 
ly belonged, and by the Treasurer 
placed in banks of deposit, the 
State would have received nearly 
twice the amount of interest.” 

$50,000 Rise in Costs. 

Irwin cited official records to 
show that the appropriations trom 
the State revenue fund for salaries 
and contingent expenses for the of- 
fice of Secretary of State had in- 
creased from $92,000 in 1921 to 
$142,000 in 1931. appropriations for 
the corporation registration depart- 
ment of the office from $25,600 in 
1921 to $85,140 in 1931, and for 
the automobile registration depart- 
ment of his office from $400,300 in 
1921 to $1,163,731 in 1931. 

“The State Blue Book of 1923 
shows 75 employes on Becker's 
payroll,” Irwin continued. “His 
payroll for April, 1932, shows the 
number of employes to be 279, an 
increase of 204 in eight years. The 
payroll for April, 1931, was 188. 
The increase in one year was 91. 
This increase of 91 persons to his 
payroll during the past year has 
cost the taxpayers for salaries alone 
about 313.500 a month. If Ul of 
them are working during the six 
months of the campaign they will 
cost the taxpayers more than 380. 
000. 

“A year ago Gov. Caulfield called 
upon all heads of departments to 
cut down operating expenses. Beck- 
er's response to the Governor's 
business-like request was to add 91 
additional names to his already 
overburdened payroll. 

What Auto License Plates Cost. 

“From Jan. 1, 1931, to April 23, 
1932, there has been expended from 
the automobile registration fund 
by Becker’s department, 3799,- 
198.86. During the year 1931 here 
were distributed 24,349 auto 
plates. Of this number, 194,046 
were distributed through com ner- 
cial dealers who were paid 113, 
$546.56. The number distributed 
through commercial dealers was 
approximately one-third of the 
whole number, yet to distribute the 
remaining two-thirds cost in post-

The Treasury has announced for June 15 a new 
issue of $750,000,000.in notes and certificates, which 
will bring its total borrowing up to $9,448,000,000 for 
the present fiscal year. From this total, however, 
must be deducted $6,781,000,000, which is the amount 
of debts retired during the same period. 

There remains, therefore, a new increase in the 
national debt of $2,668,270,000 since June 30, 1931. 
This is about equivalent to the budgetary deficit in- 


$2,664,620,000 on the last reporting date. These op- 
erations will bring the nation’s interest-bearing debt 
to a total of $20,200,000,000 at the end of the fiscal 
year. 

This places Federal indebtedness at about the point 
where it stood in 1926, and represents an increase of 
nearly four billion dollars during the past two years. 

It makes clear the fact that taxes should have been 
imcreased and a budgetary balance achieved at an 
earlier date. 

But even now, our public debt is four billion dol- 
lars lower than it was in 1923 and six billions lower 
than the figure recorded at the end of the war.

For the gentleman's information, let 
me say that a set standard dlank form 
is used in compiling the mortality each 
month and it is only necessary to supply 
the figures for the current month. The 
blank spaces he refers to show the ab- 
sence of the diseases under these heads 
in the community. It is just as impor- 
tant to have this information as it is to 
know the number of deaths and their 
causes which do occur. In other words, 
a true picture of the mortality incidence 
for any one month is not complete unless 
all the information is furnished. 

The mailing list of this bulletin in- 
cludes physicians, scientists, public, pri- 
vate and Government health agencies, 
libraries, universities and departments 
of health in the United States and for- 
eign countries, and it is very much in 
demand. This bulletin is not a transient 
one—it is kept on file as a reference. 

The health departments all over the 
country issue a printed statistical bulle- 
tin. This department keeps a file of all 
desirable bulletins, as they serve as a 
valuable reference for information re- 
garding mortality in other communities. 

The St. Louis Division of Health was 
admitted to the registration area for 
births and deaths, and our statistics are 
therefore officially recognized by the 
United States Census Bureau. One of the 
requirements to obtain this recognition 
calls for classification of deaths accord-

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COWARDLY CONGRESS. 

When it came face to face with the opportunity 
of saving the taxpayers $48,714,000 by cutting war 
veterans’ allowances, the gallant Senate tucked its 
tail between its legs and ran away. Like the House, 
the Senate fears reprisal at the polls. We are re 
enacting the post-Civil War drama, when the G. A. R. 
bulldozed Congress into submission, on a vastly great- 
er scale. Except for a short interim, when Grover 
Cleveland, whom no one could bluff, was in the 
White House, the G. A. R. always got what it wanted. 
That, it seems, is to be the history of the American 
Legion, the Veterans of Foreign Wars and other ex- 
service organizations, at least until the time that 
government is no longer able to bear the burden of 
their exactions. 

That $48,714,000 did not represent allowances for 
veterans who were wounded or disabled in the ser- 
vice. They are amply cared for, and will continue 
to be. It did represent allowance for men who have 
no claim whatever for Government support, whose 
disabilities, real or fancied, occurred long after the 
war and had no connection whatever with war ser- 
vice. As a matter of fact, the item could have been 
greatly increased without affecting a single deserv- 
ing man. If allowances were restricted to dependents 
of veterans who died in war service, and veterans 
suffering from disabilities incurred in service, the 
item would have been $236,277,554, instead of $48,- 
714,000. 

If we are to abandon entirely the principle that the 
country should provide only for the real casualties 
of war, and open the public treasury to every man 
who served, we are courting national disaster. Some 
4,000,000 men served in the war, and these, with 
their dependents, form, say, 20,000,000 of our popula- 
tion. In the end, will five-sixths of the people be 
called upon to support one-sixth? That, certainly, is 
the way we are headed, with Congress playing the 
coward's part whenever the subject of pensions arises.

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AN UNFORTUNATE CONFLICT. 

For all our man-made bird houses, bird baths and 
winter feeding boards, the world is far from an ideal 
place for the feathered creatures which so generously 
brighten the day with color and song. Few are the 
motorists who have not seen lifeless forms of red- 
headed woodpeckers along the highway. These un- 
fortunates are victims of automobile headlights, 
dashed to death when blinded by the glare. If air 
plane beacons guide aviators through the dark, they 
also snuff out the life of many a night-flying bird. 
Confused by sweeping beams of light, the winged 
travelers all too often plunge head-on into the heavy 
glass coverings. Toll once taken by only a few such 
high lights as Liberty's torch now is exacted in every 
part of the country. ? 

Sea birds, in addition to the lighthouse hazard, face 
the increasing danger of oil splotches left on the 
ocean by ships. Gulls and other water birds die 
by the thousands because their bodies become cov- 
ered with oil. Unable to fly, swim or dive, they 
drift about and finally starve. Companion birds which 
seek to render assistance also become victims. It is 
truly unfortunate that the interests of man and the 
interests of birds, whose habits are so fixed, must 
conflict to the destruction of the latter. The grace 
ful transients of the sky deserve better at our hands.

When Dr. W. W. Keen began practicing medicine 
in Philadelphia in 1866, medical science in general re- 
garded the inflammation- and suppuration of wounds 
as a natural accompaniment of healing. Dr. Keen 
disagreed, for, while studying in Europe, he had en- 
countered the novel teachings of Joseph Lister, who 
held that recovery was hastened by eliminating this 
dangerous phase, and that it could be eliminated by 
the antiseptic methods he originated. This was rad- 
ical doctrine, but Dr. Keen continued to practice and 
to preach it. As a result, he is largely credited 
with introducing antiseptic surgery to this country. 
In his life span of 95 years he saw this principle 
change from an unorthodox hypothesis to a funda- 
mental of medicine. 

Dr. Keen's distinguished career paralleled and 
played a great part in the continuing processes of 
learning and development in his profession. He led 
in the fight against hoary prejudices in such fields 
as animal experimentation and the theory of evolu- 
tion. A veteran of three wars, he served both science 
and his country in those conflicts. Society profited 
doubly from his long and fruitful years, from the 
lives he saved and the suffering he prevented by his 
skill and his discoveries, and from the advancing 
generations of medical men whom he enlightened by 
his activities as a teacher and as writer and editor 
of medical works. Medicine has need of such lead- 
ers, who “hold fast to that which is good,” but do 
pot hesitate to explore untried paths.

Flight From the Dollar 


Rise of pound reflects growing apprehension over conditions in U. S., causing investors 
to view British currency as safer than dollar; factors include our foreign trade loss, 
budget fight and adverse business reports; English economist thinks we can weather 
storm, but urges political purification and prohibition repeal to hasten process.

Easter Monday the exchange value of the 
pound was $3.83, so that within a few 
weeks the value of the pound had risen 
from the equivalent in gold of 13s. $d. to 
158. $d. This rise of 14 per cent in the 
value of the pound must not be taken as 
an indication that the position of this coun- 
try has improved; it is rather the effect of 
rapidly growing apprehension as to the con- 
dition of affairs in America. 

It is a startling commentary upon present 
conditions that the principal worid-creditor 
nation should be in such a parlous condition 
as to engender fears for its financial sta- 
bility; yet such is the case. 

Large sums have to be remitted annually 
to that country in payment of interest on 
loans and dividends on the large American 
investments abroad. These payments must 
be made in gold or goods, and, as France 
is the only country of any importance that 
has a surplus of gold with which it can 
pay. other debtors to America can pay 
only out of the proceeds of goods sold to 
the United States. 

As, however, American trade policy has 
been to prevent imports by means of high 
tariffs, her foreign trade is declining sharp- 
ly. her exports for 1931 showing a decrease 
of nearly 40 per cent over those of the pre- 
vious year; and, as her debters are finding 
it mecessary to restrict their imports, the 
Prices of those staple commodities which 
the United States ships to other countries, 
such as wheat, cotton and copper, continue 
to fall in price. 

The internal position of the United States 
ts steadily growing worse. This has been 
going on for some time, and does not ex- 
plain the sudden weakening of confidence 
in the dollar.

To avoid the risk of a loss 
on exchange, he buys forward dollars at a 
fixed rate, at the time he enters into his 
contract; put the person who sells these dol- 
lars for delivery some mronths hence may 
be one who does not possess them, but is 
speculating on the fall in their value. The 
fact that he will sooner or later have to 
repurchase the dollars he has sold means 
an ultimate support to the dollar, but before 
that time comes, he and his like may have 
broken the dollar. ‘This, indeed, is what oc- 
curred with the pound last autumn. 


As to a flight from the dollar by Ameri- 
cans themselves, there is talk of a certain 
amount of deposits having been made with 
the Canadian banks, but there is, as yet. no 
indication of a strong tendency on the part 
of American nationals to transfer funds.

NEW YORK, June 9.—The stock 
market quickly ran out of buying 
power today, after a morning rally 
coincident with a squeeze of shorts 
in Auburn. The list settled back 


during the afternoon. Numerous 
advances of 1 to 4 points were lost, 
and the.close found some leaders a 
little under yesterday’s final prices. 
The closing tone was barely steady. 
Transactions aggregated 1,100,000 
shares. 

The list opened with a sagging 
tendency, and the upturn came just 
about in time to save the market 


from settling back to the bear mar- 


kets tows of a week ago. A firm 


tone in U. S. Governments also 


helped: There was little to account 
for the late setback. 

Auburn pushed up nearly 10 
points and closed up 8% net. Late 


selling of U. S. Steel and American Art 


Telephone sent those issues slightly 
into new low ground. They closed 
off about a point. Telephone was 
up 2 at one time. The B.-M.-T. is- 
sues recovered somewhat, the pre- 
ferred closing up 4 and the com- 
mon 1%. Consolidated Gas and 


Safeway closed up 1 point. The i” 


latter had been up 3. Santa Fe and 
Union Pacific finished with net 
gains of major fractions. Ameri- 
can Tobacco “B” rose 4 points, then 


lost all but a fraction. Liggett & 


Myers B“ finished a point lower. 
Bastman and International Har- 
vester finished fractionally lower, 
after registering new lows. 

Foreign exchanges were marked 
by declines in the French franc and 
the Dutch guilder to levels making 
further takings of gold from New 
York unprofitable. This left only 
the Swiss franc above the outgoing 
gold point. It was regarded as 
likely that continued repatriation 
of foreign balances here might con- 
tinue for a time, however, regard- 
less of whether there would be any 
profit in the exchange transactions. 
Sterling was about steady. 

Run Up in Auburn. 

The short squeeze in Auburn, fa- 
mous for its market gyrations, was 
apparently in connection witb its 
reductions in the prices of its 
models A considerable short po- 
sition had apparently been built 
up, but the shorts found a very 
limited supply of stock avaiiabie 
to cover their commitments. 

During the first three days of 
the week, the market had lost most 
of its upswing of the last three 
days of the preceding week. The 
price average of 90 issues had re- 
acted a Mttle more than five points 
to 36.3, which was only 1.3 above 
the bear market low established 
at the middle of last week. Such a 
swift rally as that which ensued 
might in the normal course of 
events be followed by a reaction 
reducing the gains by about aalf, 
but this week's setback ran beyond 
the proportions of a normal tech- 
nical reaction. 

Investment and banking houses 
with foreign connections report 
that orders from foreign custom- 
ers have fecently shown a small 
balance on the buying side. Wall 
street had been wondering wheth- 
er European selling of American 
stocks and bonds was partly re- 
sponsible for gold losses. 

Foreign affairs are pushing to 
the fore with approach of the 
Lausanne conference. At the mo- 
ment, however, domestic matters 
still overshadow other considera- 
tions.
